2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach an axial air gap, variable speed integrated motor with an integrated 
ceramic ferrite substrate stator and a ceramic ferrite rotor with permanent magnets. 
The stator having spiral conductor stator coils and a plurality of biased magnetoresistive 
elements with a conductor interconnect pattern for a digital variable speed 
microcontroller IC and a flexible cable attachment. The rotor being supported by a 
ceramic sleeve bearing with a spacer positioning the rotor from the stator.
